List Thursday nij^ht, F’icrru-I’aul 
Savoie and Jeff Hall performed 
DunU'ttum, iheir contribution to 
Tangente's Late Night Series of the 
second Festival International de 
Nouvelle Danse. 

Duodenum is a humon)us and 
witty choreography alx)ut two men 
who are transformed and end up in 
the middle of a reckless comic 
thriller. 

From the opening scene when 
1 lall, Savoie and dancer Marc 
lloivin make funny faces at the 
audience, to theend when the three 
cry out "rosebud" and collapse on 
the ground, the evening is filled 
with wacky fun. 



Savoie and I lall play on their dif- 
ferences in si/e with touching 
humour. Savoie is short and com- 
pact, while I lall is very tall and 
loose-limlx?d. In one scene the two 
of them are backed up against the 
wall, moving in and out of the spot- 
light, quaking with fear. Hall, in 
terror backs up and crushes Savoie 
against the wall, only to take him 
out and dust him off. 

The choreography switches from 
scene to scene with the rapidity of ,t 
comic book. One moment they're 
pretending to twirl an imaginarj' 
gun. The next their prancing 
around to MikisTheodorakis music 
in a parody of Creek fold dancing. 
If not, the scene switches to Savoie 
prancing around the stage with a 



Bob: the new tragic hero

Modern playwrights sometimes 
amuse themselves by trying to cre- 
ate a new breed of tragic hero — 
Willy Loman in Death of a Sales- 
man , Hickey in The Iceman Com- 
eth, even David Cronenberg'sThe 
Fly., portraying such figures as the 
victim of the times. The season 
opener at Tuesday Night Cafe, this 
week introduces a new candidate 
for modern tragic hero: Ik)b. 

See Hob Run is a one-woman 
show written by Toronto play- 
wright Daniel Maclvor. It played to 
raves there and in Fdmonton this 
summer. It was recently awarded 
Best Canadian Playat the 1987 Van- 
couver Fringe Festival. 

Bob (not 'Roberta') is a young 
woman hitchiking east "to the wa- 
ter" in hopes of finding her father. 
Her monologue is broken up by 
blackouts and the occasional con- 
versation with unseen drivers who 
pick her up. The spectator gradu- 
ally learns that Bob was sexually 
abused by her father throughout 
her childhood. This cxf)erience of 
incest, as a "weird" species of love, 
has warped her responses to sexu- 
ality... eventually to a horrifying 
extreme. 

This sort of subject is becoming

Generations 

Last Friday night, Tangente's 
Late Night Series featured Lily Fng, 



Daniel Souli'eresand 1 leather Mah. 
The evening was a disappointing 
one, lacking the energy and innova- 
tion of the other nights. 

Lily Fng started off the night with 
Generations which she danced with 
her eight-yearol{l daughter Lauren 
Eng-Craton. The choreography 
was put to her daughter's favorite 
music — songs by Madonna, Cory 



diche in socially-conscious drama. 
But the wit and depth of Macivor's 
script redeem it from any accusa- 
tions of exploitation or docu- 
dramati/ing. The primary focus is 
on Bob's character, not on an arche- 
ty|ie of sexual abuse. As in classical 
tragedy, the climax comes with 
Bob's moment of self-recognition. 
The psychological aspects of the 
story only add to its resonance. 

U'eaknesscs are evident, though. 
The blackout techniquecan become 
irritating after awhile, especially 
when the dramatic gesture has not 
been earned by the text. Some of the 
colloquial language and the im- 
agery sounds forced and melodra- 
matic. Some of Bob's stories are left 
so open-ended that coherence be- 
gins to leak out-as in the "formal 
dance" talc, which ends in a bewil- 
dering outburst about doctors and 
syringes. Perhaps inevitably, duo to 
the solo format. See Dob Run needs 
to tell less and show more. 

This is especially clear because of 
the performance of Caroline Gillis, 
a singer and actress hailing from 
Halifax. Cillis makes the play trans- 
parent. Her humour charms the 
audience into making the crucial 
identification with Bob, whose ec- 
centric street savvy might prove 
alienating in a lesser actress. Cillis is 
not without artifice. But, her body 
does not always convey a unifieil 
image. I lowever, she has authentic- 
ity and definitely holds the stage. 

The play enjoys an economy of 
means that is visually appropriate 
md, no doubt, makes touring a joy. 
There are three centres on the stage- 
a car seat, a baseball-diamond 
fence, and a garbage can backed by 
a wooden fence. These simple set 
pieces giveatt immediatecontext to 
ever)’ scene. 

While not as significant a theatri- 
cal event as some of its sup|X)rters 
have claimed. See Dob Run is well 
worth a look. It contains a strong 
performance, social import, and at 
least the spark of modern tragedy. 
Dob runs until Saturday, October Hat 
Morrice I lall Theatre, 3-ISO McTavish.

Eloquent voices

Tightrope TimerA/ri'f Nothin' Dut 
An Itty Ditty Madness Detween Twi- 
lif;ht and Dawn, opened this Tues- 
day for its second run of the season 
in Montreal. Written and per- 
formed by Walter Borden and pro- 
duced in conjunction with the Black 
Theatre Workshop, it is a challenge 
:o the audience and the performer 
from the very first line. 

The one-man show allows the 
audience to journey into a man's 
psyche to encounter the characters, 
that have shaped his outlook on life. 
Borden o}x;ns with an invitation to 
go "into the many mansions in the 
complex of my mind." 

According to Ikirdcn, Tightrope 
Time is a monologue "about the 
resilience of the human spirit." This 
theme is to be fulfilled by the inter- 
action of audience and performer. 

Although born out of two centu- 
ries of Black pit'sence in Nova Sco- 
tia, Borden maintains t iHitTris-pkiy- 
is not strictly about the Black expe- 
rience in this pn)vince. He liefies 
stemotypes. Yet, there is a definite 
Black influence from the southern 
U.S. from contact with black theatre 



workshops south of the border. His 
main influences include Dylan 
Thomas, James Joyce and William 
Faulkner. 

The script is witty but dense and 
often difficult to follow. However, 
by the strength ot his intonation 
and acting, Ikirden transforms a 
simple character collage — every- 
thing from a male prostitute to a 
minister of defense — into a freely 
associated text. 

The {performance dispenses with 
the comfort of a beginning and an 
end. Laced with irony and cyni- 
cism, it challenges and amuses the 
audience. "Your minds are ten) 
small to be let out alone" screams 
his Black evangelist preacher. 

Written over a period of twelve 
years, the play gives every charac- 
ter an eloquent voice, a voice that 
would otherwise be lost and mute 
in the everyday world. The mood 
balances subtly between the comic 
and the pathetic as each character 
voices some area of personal 
trou blcr~"Everyone walks a tight- 
rope from time to time in their lives- 
we all perform a balancing act," 
s«iys Borden. Yet, the performance 
ends on a soothing note. "Keep a 
goin' " advises the narrator.

Behind Eng and her daughter, a 
large screen showed Peter Dubar's 
film DP, supfxpsedly about totali- 
tariansm and the victims of war. 
Unfortunately the connection (if 
them was any) between the dancing 
and the film was never clear. 

Eng and her daughter danced out 
their relationship and their genera- 
tional preoccupations. Lauren Eng- 
Graton was constantly dancing in 
and out of her mother's reach, who 
was more preoccuppied and ob- 
sessed by her body than by her 
daughter. 

Eng's second choreography was 
short. Herdancing was punctuated 
by quick, abbreviated punches at 
the air and at her.solf. She was not 
well received and was even boexxi 
by the audience. 

Daniel Soulieres, veteran 
Montreal choreographer and 
dancer performed Tom, his 20-min- 
ute chortxpgraphy which deals with 
theevolution of the masculine iden- 
tity. 

Tom, a touchingly funny piece, 
opens with an angst-ridden 
Soulieres protected by layers of 
oversi/cxi clothing. 

The choreography evolves with 
Soulieres' agonizations as he 
slowly discards his clothing. He 
shed his coat, revealing huge In- 
credible Hulk-size pectoral 
muscles, toying briefly with he- 
man muscle mania. Once he re- 
movixl his "pecs", he held them to 
him as a drowning man would a 
life-jacket. 1 leended hischoretJgra- 
phy a tortured, neurotic man with 
nothing to protect him. 

The dark aims blue 

The most successful piece of the 
evening. Heather Mah's The dark 
aims blue finished off the show. 

This is I leather Mah's first solo 
choreography, and if this is any- 
thing to judge by, she's definitely 
someone to keep an eye on. Her 
training is in Tai Chi, Kung Fu, bal- 
let and theatre. All of these 
elements are successfully incorpo- 
rated inUiThe dark aims blue. 

The Chinese-lrish Mah shows a 
remarkable sensitivity in her work. 
She's a beautiful and lyrical dancer. 
Her soft, almost liquid movements 
were punctuated by abrupt Kung 
Fu leaps into the air.

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Go-betweens oozing ennui

Grant McLennan, bassist for the 
Go-betweens, doesn't enjoy hav- 
ing the band's music labelled 
alternative. "I don't like the term al- 
ternative, at all," he said. 

This is good, since the Co-bc- 
tvveens do not play alternative 
music. They play catchy, main- 
stream pop. Which, to the disbelief 
of both the band and thecritics,has 
not yet been picked up by commer- 
cial radio. 

The Go-betweens arc not apolo- 
gizing because they want commer- 
cial acceptance. They're not even 
embarassed by it. Instead, the Go- 
betweens arc working hard to over- 
come the obscurity surrounding 
them. 

Six months ago, the bund em- 
barked on a world tour to bring 
their music to a wider audience. 
They played Club Soda Tuesday 
night and proved that life with the 
Go-Betweens is very, very sad. 

Open doors, falling rain, blue 
eyes, going away and hopeful re- 
turns invade their morose poetry. 
Emotion is supposed to swell out of 
every song but it just oozed out of 
their fair repertoire of old and new 
material on Tuesday. The Go-Be- 
tweens looked bored. OK, maybe 
it's understandable, they are at the 



end ot a tour which hasn't done that 
well. And yes, even after this, they 
still aren't that famous. 

But there is a reason for this. Their 
lyrics are d igestible for their poetry. 
But they're also repetitive and 
hackneyed. They played without 
much enthusiasm and seemed 
more concerned by hairs stuck in 
the mike than with their perform- 
ance. This wasn't self-indulgence, 
just plain old ennui. 

The Daily caught them at Club 
Soda just before the show. 
Daily:You must bclookinf^fonvardto 
finishing your tour. 

G.B: Yeah, we've been playing for 
six months. That takes a lot out of 
you. 

Daily: Especially when you have to 
live ivith the same people for those six 
nwnths. 

G.B: Well, occasionally, there are 
points of friction and blowups be- 
tween us. But you have to remem- 
ber that you arc a professional and 
you have to play together the next 
day. 

Da ily: What do you plan on doing after 
the tour isfinis^d? 

G.B: We're going to return to Lon- 
don and tend to some business. 
Then I'm looking forward to a surf- 
ing holiday back in Australia. 
Daily: The band lives in London. Do 
you miss Australia? 

G.B: Yeah. 1 get homesick for ccr-

tain things. The openness, the cli- 
mate, the cleanliness. Especially the 
cleanliness. There's pollution, but 
not as much as elsewhere. Al- 
though, I've noticed Canada is 
clean. You can draw a parallel to 
Australia that way. 

Daily: Doyou find tiuit your audience 
changes when you play in different 
countries? 

G.B: No, the same four people get 
on a plane and follow us from con- 
tinent to continent. Actually, 
there's no difference. I find that if 
you play well, it doesn't matter 
where you are in terms of who your 
audience is. We get all sorts of 
people coming to our shows. Head- 
bangers come along and hate it. We 
get older people, people the age of 
twelve. We attract the new genera- 
tion of men and women. 

Daily: Are you tryingiomake any sort 
of a statement to them? 

G.B: No. Music is just something 
we enjoy doing. There's no special 
motive ^hind it at all. We try not to 



enter into politics. People who lis- 
ten to our songs should make up 
their own minds. I'm not a teacher. 
We all have strong political view- 
points, but they very seldom ap- 
pear in our songs. 

Daily: There are two women in the 
band. Is there any sort of feminist sen- 
timent there? 

G.B: Well, if you lookin termsof the 
books they've read, in terms of the 
books going around on this tour, 
yes. 

Amanda (violinist and obocist): 1 
think feminism influences the band 
in a personal way. It influences the 
people in the band, but not the 
people listening to the band. 
Grant: Lindy went through a mili- 
tant feminist phase in the early 70's. 
Daily: Your song Talulah contains 
the line:"your make-up needs a slujke- 
up.“ Don't you think tluit takes women 
at face value? 

G.B: No. Not at all. It's about some- 
one pretending to be what they're 
not. 1 hate pretensions. 1 don't like 



any sort of act at all. Well, I like it in 
people like Prince, because he's 
defined himself in termsof his pres- 
entation. 

Daily: Prince 's musie seems so far 
removed from what your* re doing. 

G.B: I don't think he is very far 
removed from us musically. In 
terms of arrangement and produc- 
tion, certainly. But I think he sits 
down and writes his songs on a 
guitar and piano the same as us. 

Daily: What bandsdo theCo-betweens 
identify with musically? 

G.B: R.E.M., Prince, Kate Bush. A 
lot of critics like to lump us with 
certain bands. 1 find with most 
music journalists, it's important to 
categorize bands. If it's an opinion 
that I disagree with, I write them 
off. 1 dismiss them. 

Daily: If you weren't playing music, 
what would you be doing? 

G.B: Advertiser. I'd like just work- 
ing our little lines and of course 
getting pads of cash for it. 



Installing bod taste

Gallcrie Chantal Boulanger and 
Gallerio Rend Blouin share 
twothings. They're both located at 
the same address and are both fea- 
turing installation exhibits this 
month. But, most importantly, 
they've both displayed as- 
toundingly bad taste in putting 
these shows together. 

Montréal artist Raymond Gcr- 
vais' work is exhibited at Gallerie 
Chantal Boulanger. The show is en- 
titled Re: Ilenri Rousseau, le tourne- 
disque et la récréation du monde. 

Rousseau is one of Cervais' men- 
tors. The artist is also fascinated 
with the history of the record 
player. Unfortunately Cervais' 
show does not do justice to either of 
his interests. 

Long white paper rectangles 
decorate the floor of a largo green 
room. A tape recorder, emitting 
sounds reminiscent of Kitano, sits 
on one of the rectangles. Opposite 
this is a littlocoffin-liko wooden box 
and an antique Asian flute. The 
other rectangle is filled by a record 
player spinning a tiny globe of the 
world, surrounded by four wooden 
statuettes. The walls are decorated 
with such unlikely objects as a 
teddy bear, a painted tiger face, and 
a canvas depicting an absurdly 
oversized man (perhaps Rousseau 
himself?) 

The entire exhibit is a shame-it 
appears as a glorification of the 
flimsy workofa man with no singu- 
lar direction or vocation. 



Galerie Rend Blouin, located just 
across the hall from Boulanger's is 
currently housing En temps et lieu, 
an installation by the Parisian artist 
Daniel Buren. He is most well- 
known for his overly simplistic yet 
posh decorations in front of the 
Palais Royal in Paris. Buren's instal- 



pretty cloth stretched across 
wooden poles. Some squares are 
placed on the surrounding walls, 
con^esponding to those on the 
poles. The finishing touch is a mir- 
rored column in the centre of the 
construction. This marks Buren's 
first attempt to incorporate mirrors 




lation is concerned with construc- 
tion and photography. Too bad it 
docs not qualify as art, but only as 
nice decorative toys for the 
wealthy. 

A pavillion is placed in the centre 
of a large white room. The structure 
is made up of squares made of 



into his work. It should be his last. 
The result looked something like 
hadiv designed jungle gyms. 

These shows can be taken in 
immediately. At first they're disap- 
pointing, then nauseating. The 
works arc so pointless that they 
can't even be qualified as good bad- 
art or subversion of modern art.

But Angclopoulos' production is far 
from a masterpiece. The Bee Keeper is 
ambivalent. Is it an involving portrait of a 
cnimbling old man or is it a second-rate 
melodrama which relics on camera work 
to hide a scarcity of ideas. 

Spyro (Mastroianni) having disgraced 
himself at his daughter's wedding, sets 
out to lour Greece with a van full of his 
beloved beehives. At his first coffee 
break, he meets a teenage girl (Nadia 
Morouz.i), who joins him in his early trav- 
els. They share a room, but not a bed. 
After being rejected by Spyro, the girl 
brings home a soldier on their second 
night there. Spyro, Bees the apartment to 
avoid listening to the two making love. 

At his next slop, Spyro has a chance 
meeting with the girl. He notices her sit- 
ting in a café. i ledrives his van into (yes, 
into) the café. She, of course, jumps right 
in. The relationship gels physical, al- 
though she spurns most of his advances. 
The two finally end up at the 'last spot on 
the map", Spyro's childhood home. They 
end up ina decaying moviethcatre where 
they consumalo their relationship. But 
she remains very resistant. S<mn after, she 
leaves him forgood and he, crushed,goes 
to to his precious beehives, knocks them 
over, then collapses, dead of a stroke. 

The narrative suggests an ideologically 
regressive American road movie from 
the thirties. Not to say that it lacks art film 
prelension-lhe viewer is sporadically 
subjected to voice-overs explaining the 
seasonal decline in active beehives-just so 
we won't miss the metaphor. 

Moving fx;rformances and breathtak- 
ing camera work make the film palatable. 
Mastroianni, in particular, shines. Even 
with a storyline as lame as this one, he 
succeeds in conveying the last gasp of 
fretxiom of a dying inan-no mean feat. 
But, there are belter examples of this 
man's work around, like the s(x)n-to-be- 
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released Dark Eyes. As for Moro 
struggles admirably through 
Iremeiy under-developed clur.ic 
In short.

New repertory cinema opens

"It's the most conventional film I've 
made to date," saiii Claude Gagnon, 
writer and director of The Kid IJrothcr. 
This québécois film, which won the 
Grand Prix des Amériques at this year's 
Montréal /ilm /estival, deals with 
society's perceptions of the handicapped. 

The film is alxnitl3 year old Kenny 
Fasterday who has no legsor lower torso. 
The idea for the film came about after 
Japanese producer Kiyoshi Fujiimoto 
met Kenny. The producer was struck by 
Kenny's strength, confidence and ability 
to deal with his environment. 

Gagnon was initially reluctant to make 
a film about the physically handicapjxxl. 
"Hut I soon began to view it as a chal- 
lenge. Rather than focussing on Kenny, 
the idea was to make an entertaining film 
dealing with sixiety and all its superficial 
demands." 

Gagnon wants more than anything to 
portray the family accurately. I le in- 
cludes a scene showing how this subject 
is usually treatcxl. In the scene, a French 
film crewarrivesto makea diacumentary 
about Kenny. Theyare only interested in 
presenting the 'nice' aspects of the 
family's lifestyle. Gagnon aimed at mak- 
ing an accurate fx>rtrayal of this family. 
"More than anything I did not want to 
betray the Easterdays. They were very 
pleased with my film, and so 1 know that 
it's a success." 

The Fasterday brothers play them- 
selves, proving to be agile actors. Caitlin 
Clarke and Zack Grenier are convincing 
astheboy.s' parents. Theonly disap{^X)int- 
ment in the cast is Liane Curtis, the older 
sister. It's a crucial role and Curtis is 
unable to fulfill its demands. 

Gagnon never rcxcived formal training. 
So he sees experience as the bL^t lesson 
for successful filmmaking. "When 1 was 
still quiteyoung 1 went to japan. I wanted 
to go to a place which was the cultural 
opposite of my own home. At the time, 
western culture had had very little influ- 
ence. I had lost myself and was forcixl to 
find my way back." 

Gagnon had always held filmmaking as 
one of his dreams. "For me, adultlux)d is 
the realization of childhoixl dri'ams. For 
the past twenty years, I have striven to 
become a quality filmmaker." 

His first feature film, Keiko, was re- 
leascxJ in Japan in 1978. Since then, he has 
iiiade three more films, all sharing some 
basic themes. "I always find myself 
drawn to the subject of society's treat- 
ment of the individual. I greatly admire 
spirited, opinionated people. I like to 
promote any individual who goes 
against general societal trends." 

Gagnon is also fascinated by physical 
appearance. "Ihe irony of appearance 
which peiA'ades our society is dealt with 
in each of my films. I fcx’l that it isa terrible 
thing to fa keand cheat one's way th rough 
life." 

"1 realize that no film is going to change 
social attitudes," Gagnon said, about The 
Kid Hrother, "Hut if I've madea thought- 
provoking film, one which stirs some 
debate amongst pcx)ple, then I've done 
enough."
